ASHINGTON — Confidential reports 
that the Japanese are b uilding two 
1(5,000-ton 
b attleships carrying 18-inch 
guns, have the Navy Department worried. 
It is not the tonnage of the b attleships 
which causes the worry, b ut the size of the 
guns. 
Biggest guns on American vessels 
will b e 16-inch. 
The 18-inch gun has a 
longer range and can get through armor 
plate. At a fix ed range it has 1,000 cub ic 
feet more penetration. 
The proposed new b attleships of the 
American Navy are to b e around 37,500 
pounds with 16-inch guns.

IT was startling to read the other day that

there was a strike in Sweden’s restaur­ 
ant and hotel industry involving 20,000 
employees.

and had set up machinery for taking care 
of 
any new 
difficulties

Strikes and lockouts are not 
ex pected in Utopia. 
Utopia, however, is non-ex istent. Per­ 
fection in politics, laws and social adjust­ 
ment has not yet b een achieved, even in 
the Scandinavian countries.

You do not see colors in a dim 
light b ecause the pupil of your eye 
dilates and allows what light there 
is to b e diffused all over the retina. 
In b right sunlight, however, you 
see colors b ecause the pupil fo­ 
cuses the light, usually on the cen­ 
tral part of the retina where the 
cor.es are located. 
Few human b eings are totally 
.olor b lind, although it is said that 
certain animals, such as cats and 
owls, live in a world of gray and 
somb er hues. 
Ab out eight out of 
every hundred men are partially 
color b lind. 
Their eyes are sensi­ 
tive to white, b lack, yellow and 
b lue only. Women are almost never 


color b lind, nor are Negroes or In­ 
dians. 
Colors work hard for us ail the 
time. 
Red flags, ex it signs and 
poison lab els guard against b odily 
harm. 
Colors on postage stamps 
enab le them to b e identified quick­ 
ly.

The w eather in 
the vicinity perm itted no visibility 
and m ade navigation impossible, 
and the plane w as blown off its 
course tim e afte r time. 
Finally, a t 2:45 a. rn., a radio 
listener reported than an airplane 
was flying aim lessly around near 
New B ritain, Conn. 
E astern a ir­ 
lines radio men instructed Jones to 
circle until given a definite course. 
N avigators a t N ew ark 
w ent 
to 
work, and in a few seconds they 
had prepared a course to take the 
plane into H artford. 
Jones followed th a t course, and 
15 m inutes later he brought the 
ship down through the blinding 
rain onto a field th a t had become 
one huge m ud puddle. 
"There w as nothing to it,” he 
said t after the plane 
had 
been 
wheeled into a hangar. 
The tw o passengers, C. C. Bane, 
a 
W ashington 
m erchant, 
and 
Philip King, an employe of the U. 
S. m aritim e commission, w ere ta ­ 
ken to H artford, about seven m iles 
from the airport, to entrain for 
New York. 
LWe only had about 20 m inutes’ 
gas supply left when we landed,” 
Bane said. 
"W e thought we would 
crack up a t any tim e. 
"Boy, 
th a t guy Jones is the 
sw ellest pilot I’ve ever m et.” 
Jones, who lives in N ew ark w ith 
his wife and two children, esti­ 
m ated th a t he had enough gas to 
continue flying for another hour 
and a half. 
"B ut I ’m glad I didn’t have to 
use it,” he said. 
"It has been the 


wildest and longest night I have 
ever experienced.” 
King said th a t he and Bane had 
not worried, despite the dangerous 
position they had been in. 
Stew ­ 
ard E dw ard Lam ieux m ade them 
com fortable, he said, w ith coffee. 
Jones, Co-Pilot Jam es C orrigan 
and Lam ieux rem ained w ith the 
plane while m echanics checked it 
to determ ine w here it had been 
dam aged. 
They 
indicated 
that, 
w eather perm itting, they would fly 
back to N ew ark this m orning. 
"In m y 18 years’ experience,’" 
Jones said, "I have never seen such 
a wind. 
It was blowing all of 90 
m iles an hour. 
I couldn’t m ake 
this baby do m ore than IO or 15 
m iles an hour in the face of it. and 
when I tried to come back to 
Newark, it blew me right on by.” 
H e said th a t a fte r passing over 
N ew ark, he m anaged to get on tho 
northeastern leg of the New York- 
Albany-Boston 
radio 
beam, 
and 
th a t after that, "it w as a cinch.” 
" I’m very sorry th a t we all lost 
som e sleep,” he said. 
On Four Beam s 
A t various tim es during the wild 
flight, Jonqp w as on four different 
beams. 
But he could not land on 
any of them . 
The plane, a 14-passenger Doug­ 
las, w as not dam aged, but the se­ 
vere wind had caused a fluctuation 
in the tim ing of some of the deli­ 
cate instrum ents, such as the di­ 
rection finders. These w ere ad ju st­ 
ed by m echanics. 
A fter officials 
of 
the 
airlines 
had been assured of the safety of 
the plane and its occupants. Rick- 
enbacker declared th a t the task of 
plotting the course to H artford 
had been "the finest job of navi­ 
gating in m y experience." 
"The boys here a t N ew ark de­ 
serve a lot of credit,” 
he 
said. 
"W e’ve been a t it alm ost seven 
hours now and the strain has been 
terrible. 
But the plane's down 
safely thanks to the cooperation of 
the radio stations and fine navi­ 
gating.”
